CHINA. 


H o n g k o n g , M ay 12th. 
The latest caprioo of the Chinese Govern­ 
m ent respecting Chung How 
to his 
respite and degradation to a low m nk, with 
opportunities of a gradual rise to renewed 
power. 
The anti-foreign leaders a t Peking continue 
boisterous in their defiance of Kussia, and 
threaten war in ease of a failure of Tscing's 
negotiations for and unconditional rendition 
of Hi. 
The war party was never stronger 
than at this moment. 
Hostile preparations, 
in imperfect Chinese style, are 
pursued 
everywhere. 
Careful observers, neverthe­ 
less. doubt the power of the m inority or Gov­ 
ernm ent faction to throw the country into 
war against the w bh and judgm ent of .- tates- 
nifii like Prince K ung and Li H ung Chang. 
Considerable activity exists in Russian 
ports for the accommodation and supply of 
the expected Russian war ships. 
M inister Seward is unexpectedly visiting 
Shanghai. 
JAPAN. 


Y o k o h a m a , M ay 23d. 
The U nited States ship Ticonderoga re­ 
turns presently to Corea. 
H er exact inten­ 
tions are not revealed. 
She will probably 
renew the attem pt to negotiate at some point 
nearer the capital, Seoul, than Fusan, the 
port visited M ay 4th. 
The Japanese Government does not offi­ 
cially co-operate with Shufeldt’s mission, 
though its agents in Corea are informally in­ 
structed to show the American visitors every 
attention. 
The trade returns of Japan and Corea for 
the half year ending December, 1879, show 
the worthlessness of commercial relations 
with th at kingdom. ’The Corean exports were 
§346,000. 
The imports from all sources 
through Japan were §313,000, not one single 
American commodity being imported. 
Jo h r Ross has been sentenced to death by 
Consul-General Stanburn, Subject to the ap­ 
proval of M inister Bingham, for the m urder 
of Robert Vellv, second mate of the Am eri­ 
can merchant ship BullioD. 
An issue of Government bonds is proposed, 
to counteract the depreciation in paper cur­ 
rency. 
The bonds will be purchasable in pa­ 
per at par, to bear interest of four per cent, 
in specie.

ROTTEN 
WOOD AS 
A 
PEST BREEDER. 


C om m enting on the filthy condition of 
th e ro tte n wood pavem ents of M em phis, 
aud their alleged rntluence in causing the 
outbreak of yellow fever there, th e I'.alti- 
rnorc .Sun says th a t th ey have been con­ 
tinually denounced as foci of pestilence 
ever since 1873. 
The joints betw een th e 
blocks and th e ruts are so deep aud so en­ 
larged th a t they are scon tille»! in w ith 
tilth, which in warm , dam p w eather, otters 
a wide surface for putrefactive action and 
for th e generation of noxious effluvia. 
Tho 
blocks them selves become w ater-soaked 
and ro tten below th e surface, so th a t w hen 
any one is taken out it is found to be n o - 
more th an a black, pulpy rua- s of decay, 
upon w hich th e sun is acting all tire tim e 
to elim inating m alarious gases from it. 
The cause of the yellow fever which devas­ 
tate d N orfolk iu ISüli was very larg tly 
attrib u te d to th e decay of wood shavings, 
which had been used to till in a wood 
w harf. 
T he M em phis pavem ents m ust 
supply a m uch larger proportion of poison­ 
ous m alaria to th e air than w as given by 
tliesc decaying shavings at N orfolk. 
It is 
a peculiar property o f half decayed wood 
in masses to retain m oisture, to continue 
long iu a state of slow ferm entation, aud 
to give oil’ m alarious effluvia. 
In country 
neighborhoods many a case of typhoid fe­ 
ver has been caused by a neglected wood 
pile near th e house, w here, upon a g rad u ­ 
ally accum ulating mass of chips and saw ­ 
du st th a t is fair enough on tho outside, b u t 
ro tted down to m ould a t the bottom , all 
the kitchen slops have been poured. 
I t is 
a w ell-know n fact in tan itary w orks th at 
hospital gangrene often results from w ash­ 
ing the wood in floors of w ards w ith w ater, 
and on ship-board new or m oist tim ber is 
injurious to the health of the sailors. 
T he 
dam p tim bers of th e U nited .States steam er 
P lym outh retained and were able to revive 
and propagate th e yellow fever germ s re­ 
cently, in spite of th e m ost carefal fnn.igx- 
tiorr, disinfection, and refrigeration during 
a whole w inter. 
The decayed wood of th e 
berth deck of th is steam er could not be 
disinfected, 
so resolutely did it retain 
w ithin itself the fever germs. 
M emphis is 
paved w ith mile after m ile of thh» sort of 
decayed wood, and every block, exposed 
to a sw eltering sun, may nurse a fatal fever 
Í'crin. 
These pavem ents were lai»i dor- n 
rom ten to tw elve years ago, and are re ­ 
ported by N iles M eriw ether, acivil engiucer, 
as being “ alm ost entirely gone from decay 
and hard usage, so th a t th eir rotten and 
honeycom bed condition m akes them so 
m any cesspools and receptacles for th e 
retention of all m anner of street tilth and 
noxious gaacs, and th ey should therefore 
be removed as rapidly a3 possible."

Convention f#r Grant, and though bis speech 
Of a-u-ued a violent outbreak of excite­ 
ment,

THE SCHOOL 
QUESTION. 


The meeting called by the President of 
the Board of Education on Saturday even­ 
ing developed the fact that a very strong 
fueling exists.in regard to the late failure of 
the first grade of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School. 
In consenting to an investiga­ 
tion of the case, however, it is to be re­ 
gretted that the Board did not begin by 
layiDg down a plan of operation, for the 
spirit manifested at the meeting was in 
many respecta unfavorable to a dispassion­ 
ate inquiry, there being far too much per­ 
sonal feeling exhibited, and also far too 
much loose and illogical talking. 
In the 
course of the evening a specific charge of 
incompeteucy was preferred against Mr. 
McDonald by the mother of one of his 
pupils, and upon this the Board lias decid­ 
ed to proceed, though even now there does 
not appear to be any definite idea of what 
¡3 to be effected, or how it is to be effected. 
It is necessary to point out that such a 
charge as Mrs. Foster has preferred against 
the Principal of the Sacramento Grammar 
School involves a far broader inquiry than 
appears to be believed. 
The presumption 
that because a child Tails in two successive 
examinations, therefore the teacher is in­ 
competent, is not unconditionally allowa­ 
ble. 
In such a ease there are two equally 
im portaut points to be ascertained. The one 
is the competency of the teacher; the 
other is the capacity of the scholar. 
In a 
ease involving the whole future of a teacher 
who has held a high position in our educa­ 
tional departm ent for ten or eleven years, 
it is necessary th at strict justice should be 
done. 
Tiiere m ust be no jumping to con­ 
clusions, no false syllogisms, no yielding to 
impulse, no 
concessions 
to prejudice. 
Those who 
undertake to arraign the 
teacher must be prepared to show that the 
canse of the failure does not consist in the 
defective receptivity of the taught. 
It 
will not do to beg the question by taking 
it for granted th at all children are equally 
capable of learning the same things. 
Every educator knows that such a position 
is untenable. 
Every educator has had 
experience of bright scholars and dull 
scholars, of bright classes aud dull classes. 
And though perhaps few parents are at 
all disposed to adm it that the fault can be 
in their children, whoever brings the 
charge of ijR-umpetency against a teacher 
under such circumstances, is bound to 
prove that the teacher alone is culpable. 
We admit th at it is very difficult to 
arrive at anything like certainty in a m at­ 
ter of this kind, because bad teaching may 
easily produce results liable to be mistaken 
for inherent incapacity. Perhaps the near­ 
est approach th at can be made to demon­ 
stration will be through a comparison of 
the progress made by the scholars in other 
studies, with th at made in arithmetic un­ 
der Mr. McDonald. 
If it is found that 
the majority of the class have done well in 
all other studies, and th at those who have 
done well in other studies have failed in 
this one, the presumption against the com­ 
petency of the instructor will be very 
great, for in snch a case it would be impos­ 
sible to assume the incapacity of the schol­ 
ars. 
In order to obtain a thorough test of 
the question, however, it would be neces­ 
sary to hold a fresh examination, and to 
do this with any hope of satisfactory re­ 
sults it should be so arranged as to exclude 
all tlie High School teachers who have been 
connected in any way with the controversy.

It appears indeed to have estab­ 
lished itself so firmly that it cannot be 
extirpated. 
Science has for once utterly 
failed to discover a cure for it, though 
some of the foremost investigators, like 
Pasteur, have devoted years to the inquiry. 
It is evident th at unless something can 
soon be done to check this scourge, wine­ 
making in France must be extinguished, 
and it is unfortunately by no means certain 
th at any other country can take her place 
in this area of production. 
A feu- years 
ago it M as thought that California might 
succeed to the wine production of the 
world, but the dreaded phylloxera has 
fastened upon many of our vineyards in the 
meantime, and now our u-ine growers are 
troubled with the same apprehensions that 
assail their French colleagues.

ings he had came, not from teachers, but from 
mothers of pupils in the schools v.ho wanted 
some man to speak out for them. 
He knew 
many of the pupils too. and their teachers. 
. Air. Tracy—Do you think we should act on 
your statement iiom’ made ? 
Mr. Hancock—1 noM- come to that. Lately 
a yonng lady in the graduating class of the 
Grammar School n-as placed in the speaker's 
family. The pupil repeatedly complained 
that she could not understand Air. McDon­ 
ald’s explanations in arithmetic. The speaker 
took hold, and found no difficulty in making 
her understand the principles involved. She 
complained that she had passed over many 
things in arithmetic without understanding 
them, and many in the class did not. 
He 
asked why that had been done. 
She replied 
that Air. McDonald said if any did not un­ 
derstand them they could go without them. 
The examples he found at page 263 of the 
text-book, under the head of “ Banking.” 
The speaker read the example* to the Board, 
and declared that any one not able to make 
an ordinary pupil understand such examples 
was unfit to teach.

Grove L. Johnson said he appeared as a sort 
of a frieud of the school and of Air.

The other day Air. «McDonald complained of 
example No. 3 in the examination questions 
on arithmetic regarding shrinkage of cloth. 
Air. McDonald said it was a catch question, 
because it required the shrinkage and not the 
amount of cluth left. 
He began to. work it 
out. aud Mr. Aliils said it M’as wrong as he 
worked it out. 
Air. English—I convinced Mr. Mills that 
he was in error regarding the method of work­ 
ing it—that the way I worked it was right. 
Air. Hornblower—I Mas present, and think 
it M’as determines that you were not right. 
Air. Hancock—I will write out my charges, 
but atu just arrived from the country and 
have not had time to write them out to-day. 
Air. Hornblower moved that Mr. Georgs 
W. Hancock—(will that do?) 
Nil-. Hancock—That will do. 
Air. Hornblower—That he have four days’ 
time to M’rite out his charges. 
Air. Tracy—It M-as rumored that Mr. Aic- 
Donald’s class did not in the recent examina­ 
tion do credit to itself, and that there were 
reasons for it demanding investigation by 
this Board. 
I hope now the investigation 
will go on, and be continued from night to 
night until ended. 
Air. Hornblower said the charges should be 
first completely made, Mr. McDonald in­ 
formed of them and given an opportunity to 
reply, and then the' Board should try him— 
not do it by piecemeal. 
Mr. Tracy—It is the duty of this Board to 
investigate without charges, and of its own 
motion. 
It is here to investigate in behalf of 
the people’s children, not for or against any 
teacher. Let us find out why the class failed, 
if it did. Let all come who w ant; let anyone 
who pleases appear, by counsel or in person, 
but let the matter go on. 
The motion to g iv e Air. Hancock four days 
to m a k e out liis c h a rg e s M’a s c a rrie d . 


SOMETHING WRONG. 
H. B. Nielsen said, except as to that part 
of Air. Hancock’s statement relative to three 
years’ failures of Air. AIcDonald’s class, he 
indorsed Air. Hancock's card. 
He had five 
children in the schools, and took much inter­ 
est-in the matter, liis son had ran down to 
40 in arithmetic while high in ail other 
studies. 
In tiie Capital Grammar School the 
pupil is taught the principle, and required to 
give his understanding of it- In the Sacra­ 
mento Grammar School that is not done. 
Grove 1«. Johnson read the standing of Mr. 
Nielsen’s son, to show that he did not stand as 
well in other studies as boys in the Grammar 
School, and therefore all the teachers as to 
that lioy must be at fault. 
Mr. Nielsen said he took.the monthly re- 
‘porte, which stand high, but when the annual 
examination came on there was something 
wrong. His son had been nine years at 
school, and then compelled to go out at the 
back door. 
Aliss Wat3on said 60 did not prevent pro­ 
motion. 
Air. Johnson said he believed there was 
something wrong also in the Sacramento 
Grammar School, and it all came, as he be­ 
lieved, from the High School. 
A different 
Principal there u ituld make things all right. 
He believed the examination questions un­ 
suited for the purpose. As an examiner, he 
believed Air. Adams a total failure. 
As a 
teacher, he did not know his qualifications. 
Air. Adams—Permit me. 1 can produce a 
gentleman, a worthy citizen, who a few weeks 
ago heard the Hon. Grove L. Johnson say 
that the greatest imposition inflicted upon a 
jieople, is the keeping of Air. McDonald 
in the G rammer School, M’here he had proved 
wholly incompetent. 
Air. Johnson—Whoever told you that sim­ 
ply lied. 
Air. Adams—I w ill se e to i t t h a t the gen­ 
tle m a n faces y o u . It is a q u e s tio n of v e r a c ity . 
He is a M’o r th y m a n a n d one of h is w o rd . 
Air. Hancock—It is well knoM-n that Air. 
Johnson is opposed to the High School. The 
children have been made to believe that the 
High School is—to use the word—nearly a 
hell ; that intimidation has been used, etc. 
Air. .Tohnsou—There is no need for anyone 
to get mad in this matter. 
W hat I have said 
I am responsible for. As to my enmity to 
the High School, that is not true either. 
W hat I have said was, that when it came to 
a choice between the Primary and the High 
.schools, I should all the time favor building 
school-houses for the Primary before building 
for the High schools, and I say so still. 
Air. Tracy took the point of order that no 
charge Is made against the High School as 
being a failure, aud that talk about it is 
wholly out of order. 
Sustained. 
Air. Tracy moved that any citizen present 
be invited to address the Board relative to 
the Sacramento Grammar School, being lim­ 
ited to five minutes each, the limitation not 
to apply to parties charged. 
Carried. 


SOME PLAIN TALK. 
A. S. Greenlaw said he had looked on the 
Sacramento Grammar School with pride for 
years. 
As a manager in school—a super\ isor 
of the school—he looked upon Air. AIcQouald 
as a success. 
He thought the questions on 
arithmetic ought to be answered by a first 
grade, and that something is loose aud wrong 
when it can’t get GO on the questions. 
Airs. Hartley said three years ago she felt 
that parents did not take such an interest as 
they might in the u-ork of teachers. 
Lately 
she had gone with other ladies to ascertain 
the feeling among the people. She called on 
Airs. Richardson. 
Mrs. Richardson said her daughter had 
failed in arithmetic but was good in all else. 
She complained that she did not understand 
Mr. AlcDonald’s explanations. She felt some- 
tiling was wrong. 
A DIRECT CHARGE’ MADE. 
Airs. Foster said her daughter M’as in the 
first grade, Sacramento Grammar School, last 
year, anxious to graduate, but failed in 
arithmetic. Air. AIcDonald urged the girl to 
remain one year more in the grade. 
She did 
so, and worked and studied hard, ambitious 
to graduate. Nom- she fails again, and another 
yearof her time is gone and she stands to-day 
no more prepared to pass examination in arith­ 
metic for the High School than she did a year 
ago. 
Mrs. Foster said 6he felt it to lie her 
duty to her daughter, and as one interested 
in the schools, to say that she believed, and 
must so state it, that Professor McDonald is 
not competent to teach arithmetic. [Sensa­ 
tion.] 
Air. Tracy—It M’ould appear to me that 
now there is a direct charge. This lady, the 
mother of a pupil, charges Air. AIcDonald 
M-ith incompetency as a teacher. That is a 
direct charge, and M’e don’t need now to M’ait 
four days for Mr. Hancock to draw his 
charges. 
Air. HornbloM’er agreed with Mr. Tracy. 
A charge had been made and nou’ he wanted 
the investigation to go on, but he was willing 
to have ar. adjournment, if desired, to take 
up the matter at a time certain. 


SUPERINTENDENT MANN TESTIFIES. 
Grove 1«. Johnson said that Superintendent 
A. L. Alann of San Francisco was present at 
the request of Professor McDonald, and as he 
must return home he hoped the Board would 
take his testimony before adjourning. _ The 
Board consented, and Air. Alann M’as intro­ 
duced. 
Air. Alann then said that he came from 
Sau Francisco at the request of Air. McDon­ 
ald.

A Lady—Mr. Alann, did you teach nnth-

The marking ot the Capital School M as ex­ 
ceedingly high, unusually high. 
Then there 
had been a reduction of 10 per cent, except 
in two cases, and after a careful examination 
of the papers he could find no sufficient 
reason why it should have been done. Then 
these objectionable examples he found 


ALL 
CORRECTLY SOLVED 
By the class in the Capital School, and all 
the same way. The tliird example on 16 
paiiers out of 26 he found incorrectly worked, 
and corrected by proper working at the bot­ 
tom of the paper. The marking seemed uni­ 
form and impartial, though he thought rather 
liberal. He examined 30 of the papers of 
the Sacramento Grammar School, 
lie must 
say they are poor. They look bad, and are 
not up to what they ought to be, even with 
this difficult lot of problems. 
He saw no 
evidences of deliberate intention to mark 
otherwise than fairly, but he saw evidences of 
carelessness. Especially in cases where ihe 
record is below GO. 
He found several cases 
of credits given not deserved. 
As to the 
complex fraction example, part 2 of the first 
question, he knew it M-as right to expect 
pupils to use the signs property and corre® 
the statement, but he thought

considerable confusion, as the audience did 
not relish th a t style of debate. 
Mr. Alauu finally said that the question of 
difficulty M as a very different one to a fotir- 
teen-year-old child from the same question to 
an adult. 
air. Greenlaw—A h i yes; but these child­ 
ren have spent four years in tiie Grammar 
School aud that is more schooling than I had 
in arithmetic. 
Air. Mann (to Mrs. Hartley)—It would 
have been eminentlj’ proper at ti.e ex­ 
amination 
to have 
stated 
whether the 
shrinkage in that percentage question M-as 
to be found in yards, inches or square 
measure. 
Professor Adams—The statement is all in 
yards. 
Is it nut clear to an ordinary pupil 
what the method of working must be ? 
Air. Alann—It might not be so considered 
by children. 
Air. Adams then set Mr. Alann upon a 
metaphorical school beDch, and proceeded to 
examiue hiui upon tlie questions the latter 
had declared too hard, and as he went along 
pointed out the reasons for chousing the 
questions, and repeatedly asked Mr. Alann if 
this or that M-as too hard, or if this or that 
ought not to be understood by any first grade 
pupil, to all which Air. Mann made but brief 
replies, and clung tenaciously to this answer : 
“ 1 insist that the questions are too difficult.’’ 


PROFESSOR ADAM S STANDS UP. 
Mr. Adams—Now, I want to exniain about 
the changes iu my markings at the Capital 
Grammar School, which Mr. Landes says 
were done with intend to defraud. 
Air. Landes (rising)—I never said so. 
Air. Adams—Let me see those papers you 
say I made erasures on. 
Superintendent 1,andes—You shall not put 
words into my moutli I never uttered. 
I 
never said that. You shall not put wordsinto 
my mouth. 
Air. Adams—I don't want to, for 1 don’t 
want to use the kind that you do. 
Superintendent Landes—Here are the pa­ 
pers. 
Air. Adams here took up one of the papers 
and explained that he had examined the first 
grade of the Capital Grammar School in 
arithmetic on the ten questions referred to. 
He went on to say, “ Here, now, is an origi­ 
nal paper. 
Opposite each an sM -e r is the mark 
ten made by me, and tiiere it stands. Here 
are ten of these ten’s. They make up 100. I 
suppose -any ono can add them up. 
Nou- 
up on 
the 
top 
of 
the 
paper I have 
made the total 00. 
Is anyone so simple as to 
suppose I hoped to ieau anyone to believe 
that ten tens only made 90 ? Does any one 
think me so great a fool as to suppose for a 
moment that if 1 intended anything dishonest 
in the matter that I would have left any foot- 
• nints for the Superintendent to discover? 
Now these markings I made, and I changed 
the totals and for good reasons. 
AV hat ha3 
been said here by Air. Alann 1 well knew 
would be said, that these are high credits.” 
Mr. Adams went on 
to explain 
that 
he 
gave 
the 
papers 
a 
second 
and 
critical 
examination, 
and 
made 
his 
deductions so as to bring the credits lo M’hat 
the harshest critic could bring them to. He 
did SO with reason, because the pupils had 
not solved the problem relative to shrinkage, 
as he had told them to, in yards, but in per­ 
centage. 
THAT ALONE 
Would justify all the reduction he had made. 
So, too, relative to other questions; the 
answers would show- that wniie the results 
would support the credits given, that also a 
critical examination of the methods enjployed 
would justify the reduction. He had reason 
to expect the papers would be overhauled, 
and he did not wish it said he had marked 
the pupils up to the highest possible notch, 
when 
critical analysis 
of 
the 
papers 
would result in modified markings. 
He 
had 
made 
no 
secret 
of 
what 
he 
had 
done, 
and 
complained 
bitterly 
that his motive in so doing had been im­ 
pugned and aspersions made upon his integ­ 
rity. As to the first grade of the Sacra­ 
mento Grammar School, he had had nothing 
to do with the examinations this year. 
Air. 
Brier and Airs. Folger had conducted them. 
(To Air. Hornblower)—He did examine the 
Sacramento Grammar School in former years, 
lie never had occasion to reduce mark­ 
ings then made. 
Air. Brier (to Air. Tracy)—Air. McDonald 
was not iu the room during bis examination 
more thau ten or fifteen minutes at any one 
time, or more than four or five times. 
Don’t 
know if he was there when I took up the 
papers from the scholais. 


THE CAPITAL GRAMMAR SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 
Mr. Johnson, Principal of the Capital 
Grammar School, then addressed the Board 
and said : 
“ With reference to the second 
part of the first question, the signs clearly in­ 
dicate the operations to be performed, and as 
soon as the pupil enters our fourth grade and 
reaches fractions, the principals are taught 
thoroughly, hence there is no need to hesitate 
on that problem. 
As to the third being 
placed at the end of the papers, I will say that 
after a number of the class had solved it, one 
of the pupils asked if tlie answer should be 
given in square yards. 
Air. Adams said, 
••Yes.” Then one of the pupils said the 
answer on her paper was given in percentage. 
«Mr. Adams told the class to finish the ex­ 
amination, and then put the third down again, 
which they did. That accounts f of the erasure 
and the example being solved at the end of 
the paper. 
The principle of the third is in 
Robinson’s Practical Arithmetic, page 262, I 
think, and is in our work. 
The principles in­ 
volved all the questions I have taught during 
the last term. 
The tenth is in Robinson s 
High school Arithmetic, but the principle is iu 
our work, aud I taught it. Igave thatexample 
to niv class some tn-o months since to solve, 
which a majority did without assistance. ’ 


(To Grove L. Johnson)—“ I cannot give you 
the exact page where the example is to be 
found. 
It is the last but one in the division 
on M’hich the subject is treated. 
He con­ 
tinued, saying: 
“ When we teach the prin 
ciples in mathematics we do it for all time, 
and don’t have to go back.” He had drilled 
on the principles involved in the questions 
constantly. 
It was his duty to do so ; they 
embrace the vital principles of mathematics. 
Both he and Mr. AIcDonald had the ques­ 
tions used at the examinations in San I ran­ 
cisco. 
He studied especially to teach his pu­ 
pils in arithmetic and make them understand 
it and have a reason for their understanding. 
He concluded^iy saying that he sees to It 
that his pupils uuderstaud as they go, and go 
no faster than they understand. 
" My class 
M-as examined fairly; it won its credits fairly. 
I deny on my honor any unfairness, any con­ 
nivance with any one to advance my class 
unfairly.” 
CONCLUSION. 
On motion of Air. Tracy, the High School 
Alumni Association, through Mr. Devlin, 
was granted leave, and presented to the Board 
a series of resolutions expressing the feelings 
of the «Association toward Air. Adaius, and 
indorsing him as a competent and thorough 
teacher, and a friend of tlie school system. 
The Board, at 10:40, resolved to adjourn un­ 
til to-night at 7:30, when it will resume 
the investigation. 
«At the conclusion of last 
night’s session Air. Alann, of San Francisco, 
was a«ked these questions by a press repre­ 
sentative : 
" Is the Sacramento standard for tlie High 
School higher than that in San Francisco ?’’ 
" It is.” 
“ Did you bass your judgment given to­ 
night on ¿he San Francisco or Sacramento 
standard in making comparisons?” 
“ 1 knew the Sacramento standard to be 
more exacting, and said what I did with that 
knowledge in view, and made comparison 
with our San Francisco standard, for I deem 
the Sacramento standard too severe."

| From our E xtra of yesterday 1 
C hicago, June 4th.—StoiTd followed for 
the Bitting delegates of Illinois in a pithy 
speech, frequently eliciting demonstrations of 
applause. The sentence “ Nominate James 
G. Blaine, if you will,” was the signal for 
another grand outburst of applause, which 
was encored and intensified, when he fin­ 
ished the sentence, thus: “ And then, when 
those who now shout in the galleries shall 
by and by be reposing under the influence 
of the summer sun, the followers of the 
grand old silent soldier will Btill be found 
wide awake and watching by their camp­ 
fires and carrying the banners of the slug­ 
gards.” 
EXCITING SCENE. 
The scene which followed aud continued 
for several minutes was most exciting, a part 
of the galleries and the Grant meu in the 
Convention standing and shouting, the up­ 
roar partially dying away and then breaking 
out anew. Although the scene of excite­ 
ment was continued for a long time, it was 
clearly apparent that it was not participated 
in by so large a proportion of the audience as 
upon the occasion of Pixley's allusion to 
Blaine. 
Conkling was conspicuous in leading the 
cheerers, first, by waving his handkerchief, 
and later by standing on his chair aud wav­ 
ing the illuminated little banner placed to 
designate the State of New York delegation. 
Fiually some one started the campaign 
songs “ We’ll Rally ’Round the Hag, Boys, 
and “ The Battle-cry of Freedom.” 
A New York delegate called for three 
cheers for Grant, which were given with a 
will. Then three cheers for Blaine were 
called for by some one on the floor, and the 
shouts that sprang from thousands of throats 
was more deafening than anything which had 
preceded it. The Grant men on the floor 
evidently were not aware of the cause of the 
fresh outburst, aud soon were on their feet 
aiding in the pandemonium of noise and con­ 
fusion. 
At this time nearly every person within 
the hall was on his feet, each cheering for 
his own favorite. Flags, shawls, parasols, 
hats and all other movable things within 
reach were Bwung furiously to and fro. Bob 
Ingersoll, seizing a lady’s shawl, waved it 
frantically from the platform in the center of 
the stage, just back of the Chairman. A fine- 
looking lady, with a flag in one hand and a 
parasol in the other, swung them to and fro, 
and repeated time and again: “ Hurrah for 
Blaine.” She appeared to be in company 
with Governor Jewell of Connecticut. Finally 
she obtained two flags, and with one in each 
hand, continued her enthusiastic efforts as 
long as the uproar lasted. It may safely 
be said that no public assemblage ever be­ 
fore witnessed such a scene. People seemed 
actually to have lost their senses in the giddy 
whirl. 
Half an hour elapsed before the Chair made 
any effort to call the Convention to order. 
At this time Hale of Maine was seen stand­ 
ing above the surging crowd, upon the should­ 
ers of some friends, waving tho banner of 
Maine, and with the banners of the Blaine 
States grouped closely about him. 
At last comparative order was restored, 
wKen three cheera were asked for and given 
to the nominee of the Convention, and Storrs 
resumed his remarks, to he interrupted by 
renewed cheers upon his referring to Sherman. 
He closed with an earnest invocation for jus­ 
tice and unity as the presage for sure victory. 
The Chair announced that the time for the 
minority had expired, and that twenty min­ 
utes’ time remained to the majority. 
There were loud cries for Ingersoll, who de­ 
clined to respond, because he was a delegate 
only by proxy. 
Conger explained this to the Convention, 
and asked permission for Ingersoll to be 
heard. There were loud cries of “ Ingersoll 
“ I.et him speak !” “ No 
“ V es ’ 
Conkling objected. 
Conger said: “ The objection comes 
from the man from New \ ork. 
Conger in­ 
sisted on the right of Ingersoll, though a 
proxy, to be beard. “ Mr. Logan,’"himself," 
he said, “ was hero only as a proxy.’ 
Pixley said he had come 3.000 miles to at­ 
tend a deliberative convention. [Cries of 
“ 3,000, oh !”] Pixley said : “ Well, 1 have 
added 1,000 miles to accommodate myself to 
the class of oratory that has governed here 
to-night. Tho scene that has just taken 
place is unworthy of a Republican Conven­ 
tion ; it is worthy of France in revolution, or 
of the Commune.’’ He urged that this child’s 
play should cease, and the Convention attend 
to business. 
Iiutterworth of Ohio moved an adjourn­ 
ment till 10 o’clock to-morrow (Saturday) 
morning, which was declared lost. 
A roll-call was demanded, and ordered. A 
motion to adjouru was lost—ayes, 103; noes, 
053. 
Cessna asked a division cf the question, and 
asked that it be first taken on the contest in 
the First District of I llinois. 
The question recurred on the adoption of 
the majority report in the case of the First 
District of Illinois, on which the roll was 
called, resulting in ayes 381, noes 3o<5—so the 
majority report was adopted. 
The question recurring on the adoption of 
the majority report of the remaining Illinois 
cases, I/ogan asked a division of the question 
aud a separate vote in the case of each con­ 
tested district. 
The Chair stated the question to bo there­ 
fore on the contest in the Illinois Third Dis­ 
trict, and the roll was called, resulting in 
ayes 385, noes 353—so the report was adopted. 
A motion to a lji-urn till 11 to-morrow, 
made by a delegate from Mississippi, was 
lost.Meantime Conkling and others bad been 
laboring with Ixigan, who withdrew his de­ 
mand for any further division of the question 
regarding the remaining Illinois contests. 
A tall of the roll was had on the Fourth 
District, resulting in ayes 388, noes 3ol—so 
the report was adopted. 
The majority rejiort, so far as relates to the 
remaining Illinois contests, was then adopted 
by a viva voce vote. 
On motion of Sewell of New (Jersey, the 
Convention, at twenty-five minutes past 2, 
adjourned to 11 o’clock this (Saturday) 
morning. 
Y esterday’s Proceeding* in It ief. 
C hicago, June 5th.—The Convention was 
called to order at 11:45 A. M. 
’The contestants from the Illinois districts 
are in their seats. 
The question of the Kansas contestants 
was taken up. Forty minutes have been 
given to a discussion of the Kansas question, 
A delegate has demanded & call cf States 
on the Kansas question. 
A c&U of States cn the acceptance of the 


mijority report on the Kansas question rc* 
suited in favor of, by a vote of 48fi against 
184.The contested question in WTest A irginia 
was then taken up. 
On motion the report of the Committee 
on Credentials, seating the two contestants 
frorn West Virginia, was adopted. 
The'Utah question on contested scats was 
then taken up.

WHAT IS THOUGHT IN CHICAGO OF RAY­ 
MOND'S REPLY TO LOGAN. 
CHICAGO, June 5th.—The Tribune, refer­ 
ring to Haymond’s reply to Logan yesterday, 
says : The Grantites undertook to howl him 
down by calling “ Question,” "Question.” 
He said, simply, “ The Convention heard 
General Logan, and it will hear me,” and it 
did. Haymond constituted the surprise of 
yesterday. He had all the facts of the Illi­ 
nois contest in his mind, thoroughly digested. 
He seemed to know Logan's weaknesses, and 
how to touch him on the raw every time. 
His speech bristled all over with sharp points, 
and he made them in the most admirable 
temper. He floored the gentleman from 
Jackson county eveVy time, and did it all as 
a mere matter of course, without the slight­ 
est indication of vanity in his pronounced 
success. The audience followed him with 
the utmost delight, and when he sat down 
there was an explosion of applause which 
shook the amphitheater from cgnter to cir­ 
cumference. A friend of Logan said, when 
the bout was over, that Logan made a mis­ 
take. That was the opinion of friend and foe 
alike, llaymond's masterly assault on Logan 
was Ihe subject of much comment. Every­ 
body’wanted to see the keen-witted Califor­ 
nian. lie was made the lion of the hour, and 
congratulations poured in upon him from all 
quarters. 
FULL TEXT OK HAYJIOND’S REPLY TO LOGAN. 
Chicago, June 5th.—The following is 
Haymond's rejoinder to Eogan : I make no 
attack on the gentleman from Illinois. I took 
the part of no enemy of his. I said no word 
that he could find fault with. If I repeated 
what comes through the slums of Chicago, I 
was ignorant of it. He shall,not transfer his 
fight to me. [Applause.] Ho comes here 
and puts words in my mouth that 1 never 
uttered. He opened this fight himself upon 
the floor of this Convention by an attack 
upon a committee which had treated him 
more than fair. [Cries of “ good,” “ good,” 
and applause.] And I will say now that if 
General Logan understood me to make an 
attack npon him, I do not want to con­ 
vince this audience upon that subject. 
I want to say to him that he has in the ex­ 
citement entirely misunderstood me, and I 
cannot conceive how he could have misunder­ 
stood but for his excitement. I said that this 
Convention had refeired to the Committee od 
Credentials a pa¡>er signed by citizens of 
Illinois as distinguished as the gentleman htm- 
selr, who made these charges.

Now, let him, instead of standing up here 
and rafiing a question with me about a mat­ 
ter that I do not know anything about, and 
only care about it because it reflects upon the 
8enat< r, let him take issue with these men 
and fight it out at home. I propose to fight

one side nor 
i the other. 
[Cries of “ good ” and ap- 
1 i>!ause.] And neither the gentleman from 
Illinois nor any other man, let him be covered 
with military or civic decorations, shall stand 
in this (’•invention and put words in my 
mouth which he knows I never uttered. The 
j gentleman knows that the furthest thing 
J from my heart was to make any assault upon 
him. Everything I said was in his favor, 
and when I spoke about him confounding 
himself with the State of Illinois it was not 
my utterance, but a quotation from the 
charges presented to this Convention. [Ap­ 
plause.] But the gentleman almost convinces 
me that his enemies iqion that point were 
right. He says he sprouted in Illinois. I be­ 
lieve they calí that the Sucker State, f Laugh­ 
ter.] But the sprout was a noble and a good 
one and a strong one. I would not see the tree 
harmed in the least; but sometimes from a 
single sprout has come a tree that over­ 
shadows a great length of land. Sometimes 
from humble manhood, from humble boyhood 
and childhood, comes up that man whose 
power and ambition may destroy a whole 
I State. [Great applause.]

only telling the gentlemen that we had rendered 
a verdict in his favor, and if he feels that that

For years past every 
movement he has joined has resulted in de­ 
feat. So long as he was permitted to manage 
the campaign of the Republican party of Cal­ 
ifornia there was an unbroken series of Re­ 
publican disasters. Last year he joined the 
California Democrats, and the inevitable de­ 
feat came to them.

Chinatown Destroyed, Together 
with Other Property. 


SCENE 0E INTENSE EXCITEMENT.

DOMESTIC. 


Narrow Escape of a W oman—Partial List 
of Losses.

Nevada City, June 5th.—The following, 
regarding the big blaze here to-day, appeared 
in to-night’s Herald: A t about a quarter 
after 4 o’clock this afternoon the fire alarm 
was sounded from Eugiue Company No. 2. 
The call was immediately responded to by 
both companies. The cause of the alarm 
was found to be from flames issuing from the 
upholstery establishment of John White, sit­ 
uated on Broad street. Before the fire de­ 
partment could reach the scene the entire 
building was in flames, and it soon became 
evidefit that there was 
HARD WORK 
Before them. The houses adjoining were in 
a blaze almost instantly. The New York 
Hotel and HarrLon’s butcher shop and Irish’s 
place soon commenced to burn, with all the 
fury possible. The Chinese shanties in the 
rear of these buildings soon caught, aud it 
was then that the fire department com­ 
menced to realize the task they had before 
them. Crowds of people from all portions of 
the city and the suburbs commenced to flock 
to the scene of the conflagration. It was 
feared that the town would surely be burned 
to the ground before darkness closed in. The 
flames continued spreading rapidly towards 
the corner of Broad and Pine streets, carry­ 
ing everything before them. Building after 
building caught on the other side of the New 
York Hotel. The entire portion of 
CHINATOWN 
And the portion of Pine street occupied by 
the demi-monde was being rapidly devoured 
by the hungry flames. The tire department 
came to the conclusion that it was useless to 
try and save any portion of the Celestial vil­ 
lage, and streams of water were directed 
principally on the brick building occupied by 
Alexander Gaults as Xi baker, the houses on 
the other side of the New York Hotel and on 
the Chinese shanties in the rear. The heat 
on the opposite side of Broad street waB in­ 
tense, and it was greatly feared that the 
stores, Hunt’s Hall and the theatre would 
catch fife. The roof of the latter commenced 
to smolder, but the prompt action of the fire­ 
men saved it. It was thought that the 
Court-house would suffer, and every precau­ 
tion was taken to save it. Th^prLsoners in 
jail were removed to the City Hall and kept 
under guard. 
SCENF. OF EXCITEMENT. 
The excitement about this time was in­ 
tense. The streets were filled with furni­ 
ture. Hunt’s Hall was turned into a storing 
house. Teamsters, with their horses and 
wagons, were running to and fro, conveying 
goods of the sufferers to places of safety. 
During the progress of the fire one explosion 
after another could be heard in the vicinity 
of Chinatown. It came from the fire-crack- 
ers and powder stowed away in the Chinese 
Btores, and by the rapidity and loudness of 
the reports one would have thought that the 
town contained a number of arsenals. 
THE DANGER OVER. 
A t half-past 5 o’clock, when Chinatown laid 
in complete ruins, when a portion of Pine 
street was devoured and nearly all the build­ 
ings from O. J. Brandt’s jeweler store to En­ 
gine House No. 3 were completely destroyed 
—not till then did the populace consider the 
worst of the danger over and the city saved. 
The members of the fire department worked 
bravely. They displayed great courage, and 
used every effort to save property. Several 
attempts were made to steal property, but 
owing to the vigilant watch kept by a num­ 
ber of citizens this was prevented. 
NARROW ESCAPE— LIST OF LOSSES. 
Mrs. Gault narrowly escaped from being 
burned to death. She was found in her room 
when the building and those adjoining were 
enveloped in flames, and but for the braveness 
of some men she would have been burned to 
death. 
The following is a partial list of the losses, 
as far as could be obtained; the amounts 
arc roughly estimated by the owners of the 
property : Alei.

A C alifornia M inins .Suit In Year York. 
N ew Y ork, June 5th.—Justice Gilnot, in 
Brooklyn, yesteiday granted an attachment 
against the property of the United States In­ 
vestment Company in the suit of William 
Hamilton upon an agreement made with the 
President of the company, Edward Bates 
Dorsey, in connection with the purchase of 
the Enterprise, Virico and Pritchard mines 
and the Iowa Hill ’’Canal Co.’s property in 
Placer county, Cal. The agreement was 
made February 28th, and under its provisions 
Hamilton was to receive 81,009 in cash and 
840,000 more as soon as certain bonds for a 
total sum of 8269,C00 and the deeds of the 
property 
free 
and 
clear 
shquld be 
deposited with Daniel Roger, aud should re­ 
ceive his approval, lu the event of the prop­ 
erty not then being purchased, the company 
agreed to forfeit 810,000, in addition to the 
85,000, the payment of which was contem­ 
plated. Hamilton alleges that the first 810,­ 
000 was paid, but that no more has been 
paid, although he carried out his part of the 
agreement. He accordingly sues the com­ 
pany for 814,000.

N ew Y ork, June 5th.—At a recent meet­ 
ing of the Soeiete de Conomie Politiqus of 
Paris, the Chinese question formed the prin­ 
cipal topic discussed. 
M. Simonin recited the aspect of the ques­ 
tion as he saw it on the Pacific coast, but 
he had noticed elsewhere among the working 
population the same aversion to the invasion 
of cheap labor a3 in California. The_ Ital­ 
ians are bitterly opposed to the irruption of 
French workmen in Italy, while natives of 
Marseilles are equally an'agonistic to swarms 
of Italians in that city.

M. Lavalle, who had traveled extensively 
in Asia, gave it as his decided opinion that 
the Chinese will one day be lords of Asia. 
Paul Leroy Beaulin believed that California 
had very good reasons to dread the political 
effects of a large immigration of a strange and 
anti-sympathetic race. The economic asptcts 
of the question were even more vast and far- 
reaching. He believed that the day was not 
distant when the Chinese would also appear 
in Europe and influence the wages of the en­ 
tire working population. The question ¡3 ren­ 
dered still im.re complex that tne tendency is 
to have an equalization of wages throughout 
the world.

Dr. Lunier also believed in the future in­ 
vasion of Europe by the Chinese. 
M. Luriosiu had no sympathy with those 
who preach that the people of a country 
must expose themselves to starvation to make 
room for intruders. European workmen are 
now only earning enough to buy bread, and 
the workmen of California and Australia 
were engaged in a case of legitimate defense. 
Several other speakers took part in the dis­ 
cussion, most of them warmly espousing the 
case of the Chinese.

N ew Y ork, June 5th.—Brougham’s physi­ 
cians told a Herald reporter at midnight that 
he will easily last through the night. He has 
been conscious at intervals all day, and his 
chief trouble is paralysis of the throat. 
Shooting Affray ltd w ee it Boys. 
N ewburg (N. Y .), June 5th.—John 
Thompson, Jr., of Ohio, son of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the House of Representatives, 
Washington, was shot and seriously wounded 
in the abdomen yesterday, at Highland Falls, 
by Beamont Buck of Texas. Both were can­ 
didates for admission to West Point Acade­ 
my. Buck had been made the victim of a 
mild form of hazing by others. Buck be­ 
came enraged at some remarks, drew a re­ 
volver, and shot Thompson. Buck gave 
himself up to justice, and was committed to 
the county jail, to await the result of Thomp­ 
son’s injuries. The bullet passed through the 
latter’B body. His situation is critical. Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms Thompson was telegraphed 
for at once. Buck is the son of J. G. H. 
Buck, President of Dalles College, Texas.

O maha, June 5th.— J h lloffmeister, a 
shoemaker at Louisville, Nebraska, to-day 
sliot and killed one of his boarders, Ambrose 
Eeiderline, who was out in the back yard, 
lloffmeister took him to be one of several 
boys who had been breaking windows, and 
becoming enraged fired at this man, the 
charge striking him in the breast and killing 
him instantly. Deceased was a laborer in 
the stone-quarry, and leaves a wife and three 
children. lloffmeister was immediately ar­ 
rested.

The Y afionnl A nniversary—Yacht R ace. 
S an F rancisco, June 5th.—A meeting of 
citizens was held this evening, ou an invita­ 
tion of the Board of Supervisors, to make 
preparations for celebrating the Fourth of 
July. Nothing was done beyond appointing 
a committee.

The B otsford Trial at B akersflcld. 
B a k ersfield, June 5th.—The first witness 
on the Botsford trial this morning was J. F. 
Seel, clerk in the ex-Auditor’s office. His 
testimony gives additional facts against the 
defendant. The Auditor’s book was placed 
in evidence, and showed that the Assessor 
was not charged on final settlement with tho 
amounts in question marked paid by Bots­ 
ford, but was charged over a month after the 
final settlement, the Auditor stating that he 
so charged because they had not been marked 
paid on the original assessment roll when the 
books were turned over to him. Botsford, 
as witness, next made his statement in de­ 
fense, and at the close the counsel for the 
prosecution requested that the Court reporter 
make out a'written report of Botsford’s testi­ 
mony on the former trial to use iu rebuttal 
now. It was so ordered. This closed the 
evidence, and the arguments will begin at 2 
o’clock.

OREGON. 
Item s from P ortland. 
P o r t l a n d , June 5th.—The largest and 
most enthusiastic gathering which ever oc­ 
curred in Polk county, for the celebration of 
the completion of the narrow gauge railway 
to The Dalles, was held yesterday at that 
place. The crowd numbered over 3,000, the 
county aud all the towns being represented. 
Two special trains of ten cars each, gaily 
decorated with Scotch and American flags, 
bringing excursionists from Dayton, Lafay­ 
ette and Sheridan, arrived in the forenoon. 
Addresses were made by Governor Thayer 
and Joseph Gaston, and great enthusiasm 
prevailed. The celebration closed with a big 
basket picnic. 
The weather is cloudy and warm. 
The Republican and Democratic ratifica­ 
tion meetings will be held here to-night. The 
political enthusiasm has reached the white 
heat.The Grand Lodge of Masons of Washing­ 
ton Territory, after an interesting and profita­ 
ble session at Olympia, closed yesterday after 
installing the newly-elected officers.
